One 
of earth's most abundant minerals, it may lie at the surface or 
several hundred feet below ground. Until it has been proeessed, 
gypsum has little value. 

Manufacture of Sheetrock gypsum wallboard is carefully eon- 
trolled to assure you the highest possible quality. Gypsum ore is 
erushed, dried, ground to flour nneness, then eooked or ealeined 
to eut moisture eontent. Galeined gypsum is then mixed with other 
ingredients to form a "slurry" whieh is sandwiehed between two 
sheets of paper to form Sheetrock. After the gypsum eore has 
set, the wallboard ribbon is eut, dried and paekaged ready for you 
to apply to the walls and eeilings of your home. 

*Sheetrock is United States Gypsum Company's trademark for a produet 
known generieally as gypsum wallboard.

Working with gypsum wallboard . .$ 



P R E P A R AT I O N . With a steel tape, measure area to be 
covered, and markeutting lines on Sheetrock. For straight euts 
use a wallboard knife to seore paper on face of board. Snap away 
from eut, then run knife through paper on the baek. For reetangu- 
lar eutouts, eut along one line with a keyhole saw, then seore 
along other line and snap. Smooth edges with sandpaper bloek. 




OVERHEAD APPLIOATION. In new eonstrue- 
tion Sheetrock is applied to eeiling joists just as it is to studs. 
Over old, uneven surfaces, 1x3 furring strips shimmed level (1) 
are required before gypsum board ean be applied. Usually two 
men work on a eeiling (2), nailing from eenter toward ends and 
edges, but a home-made T-braee (3) ean make it a one-man job. 




APPLIOATION TO WALLS. As a nnished wall mate- 
rial, Sheetrock may be applied in four ways. It may be nailed di- 
reetly to wood studs (4) . It may be applied with adhesive (5) over 
Baxbord gypsum baeking board. It may be applied with nails or 
adhesive over existing wall surfaces (6). Or it may be applied 
professionally with adhesive and nails direetly to studs (page 8). 




Fl N I S H I N G. Woodgrained and Panel Sheetrogk need no joint fin- 
ishing after they are nailed in plaee. Standard wallboard with tapered edges 
does require joint treatment — an easy, effective way of ereating an unbroken 
surface if carefully done. Steps are covering nail heads (1), nnishing outside 
eorners with Perf-a-bead eorner reinforcement and Perf-a-tape eement (2), 
reinforcing inside eorners (3) and joints between panels (4) with Perf-a-tape. 






DEOORATION. Its smooth surface makes gypsum wall- 
board easy to deeorate. First apply an undereoat of Sheetrock 
Sealer (top left). Then paint with brush or roller; nnish may range 
from smooth (bottom left) to textured (right), If you plan to wall- 
paper, follow the sealer with a eoat of wall size before papering.
